“Smuggling was dangerous work, and 
those who engaged in it risked their 
lives. To travel from Manila to Caba- 
natuan, Filipinos were forced to ride atop 
boxcars or between them, or even on a 
cowcatcher, which could rattle the 
nerves of almost any courier. Japanese 
guards regularly harassed them.”® 


“Inside Cabanatuan Lieutenant Homer 
(sic.) T. Hutchison, Corps of Engineers, 
assembled a shortwave radio from com- 
ponents that filtered into camp. From 
copper, acid stolen from a Japanese 
truck's battery, and zinc buttons removed 
from trouser flies, Hutch made a radio 
battery, which he stored in a Red Cross 
tin, and concealed a one-tube receiver in 


| the false bottom of a canteen. He hid 
| | earphones in a pillow at night and, pre- 
| tending to be asleep, picked up broad- 
| cast from around the world. But Hutch 
| wanted to make sure that no one could 
| ever finger him, so he played dumb as a 
| stump. He wouldn't disseminate the 
! news until the Japanese sent out a work 
| Party, or a new contingent of POWs ar- 
| rived. Hours later he'd drop into conver-
